The Greek Army will 
Shortly begin a firal offen- 
sive throughout Greece to 
clear up the guerillas, M. 
Themistocles Sophoulis, the 
Premier, said tonight. 

The Premier was reviewing the 
Greek Army's operations in the 
past two months In. which ho 
sald the rebels lost 3,213 men 
killed, wounded or captured, 
against an Army lotal of 224. 

M, Sophoulis admitted the 
Greek Army had ‘some setbacks, 
-mamhly in the Pclopponese. When 
the rebels ralded: Kalavryta, “we 
lost some’ excellent officers and 
two companies,” he sald. 

In the Roumeli area, Army 
troops cleared up ‘a large arca 
long occupied by the guerillas. 
“This docs not menn order is 
completely restored.”

Dr. Daniel Malan has often stated publicly that the 
‘Republic issue would have to be decided by the 
“broad will” of the people in an election. . The 
present election gave him less votes than Mar- 
shal Smuts’ United Party (although five more 
seats) and was fought only on the colour ques- 


tion and Communism. 

Observers here made 
points today os General Sir 
Thomas Blamey, wartime 
Australian Commander-in- 
chief, said in Melbourne that 
Marshal Smuts' defeat was 
“n blow to the Empire defence 
relationships”. Other Empire 
comment was unanimous in 
describing Marshal Smuts de- 
feat a “calamity”. ' 

Mr. N.'C. Havenga, leader of 
the Afrikancr Party. on whose 
support Dr. Malan depends for 
his majority, sald that the Na- 
tlonallst Party in the past had 
secured the independence and 
freedom which South Africn en- 
joyed today and {t was not neces- 
snry to have a Republic. 

“I want to say that a repub- 
Ne will not bring greater con- 
stitutional freedom than you al- 
ready possess as a soverelgn, In- 
dependent country, which can de- 
termine its own fate,” he added.

“It would not be right to 
place that freedom In doubt. It 
has cost too much.” 

Marshal Smuts, still Prime 
Minister until Dr. Malan. takes 
over next week, spent a busy 
morning -in—his-Pretorla office, 
recciving members of his Cabinet 
and other callers including: tha 
British High Commissioner, Sir 
Eyelyn Baring.
